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This application was received at the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
on December 8, 2003. A review of the application has revealed that the application is 
not ready for docketing as an appeal. Accordingly, the application is herewith being 
returned to the examiner. The matters requiring attention prior to docketing are 
identified below: 

An amendment after final was filed by applicants on January 21 , 2003 (Paper 
No. 13). The Advisory Action mailed on February 10, 2003 (Paper No. 14) indicated 
that such amendment would be entered upon appeal. However the application does 
not indicate that the amendment was entered.
